The leltewing: al clipped from a 
Calcutta (India) newspaper des- 
cribes the manner of the fortunate 
rescue of F/O Wally Prosser, R.C. 
A.F., after a terrible trying 14 days 
from the date of-the crashing of 
Prosser’s plane, and from which 
only two were rescued alive :— 

An RAF doctor and a F/Sgt. para 
chute training instructor who drop- 
ped far behind the Jap lines in Bur 
ma to look after an injured flyer 
and stayed with him 14 days in a 
cave, have trekked hack to an 
Allied base. ; 

They are F/Lt. G. D. Graham, of 
Duston, Northants, who was born at 
Kirkandrew, Carlisle, and F/Sgt. T. 


E. White, ,from Rhondda Valley, 
Wales. , 
F/Lt. Graham, who fiad — never 


parachuted volunteered for the res 
cue because the crashed crew were 
from his squadron. He took a quick 
lesson or two from F/Sgt. White, 
who also volunteered for the trip: 

Then they were flown to a moun 


‘tainous area and at dawn dropped 


on to the side of a 5,000-feet moun- 
tain. They found F/O W. P. Prosser 
of Wainwright, Alberta, lying -un- 
conscious in a cattle shed. They 
had been told before they set off 
that there were only two survivors. 
The other died in the meantime. 

For 14 days they stayed in this 
rough shelter. Its ceiling was only 
five feet high. 

A primitive oil lamp was their 
only light. It was made from a piece 
of twisted cotton dipped in a warm 
pig fat, or in poppy seed oil. Water 
was brought in a hollow bamboo 
from a stream, 

Watch for Patrols 

Bees swarmed in the thatched 
roof, but a smoky fire in an impro- 
vised hearth-helped to keep them 
outside. 

“By day under the hie} sun~ we 
kept watch for any enemy patrols, 
and at night we were always alert,” 
said F/Lt Graham. “There was 
plenty to do to take our minds off 
worrying about the enemy. 

“We said.a simple ‘funeral ser- 
vice over the graves of the dead. 
They lie in a clearing on a misty 
ridge.” ; 

The rescuers tore their parachut- 
es ‘to pieces so that they could. be 
made into sheets and pyjamas for 
F/O Prosser. 

Their kit was stacked ready to 


get away within a few-minutes for |) 


it was known that the Japanese 
were all the time approaching. 
When the Japanese were across all 
the roads but one, the party left. 

They got 12 coolies tg carry a 
litter with F/O Prosser lying on it, 
and seven mules to go with them. 
They covered nine miles the first 
day. 

Food was scarce, and the party 
were wet and covered in mud. 

In Opium Den 

“The most unforgettable part of 
this stage of the trip was when we 
sheltered for a night in a den of 
opium smokers,” said F/Lt. Gra- 
ham. 

“Wizened old men puffed away 
at their narcotics in a small, dirty 
room till four a.m., while in an 
earthen-floored room alongside we 
tried to get sleep. 

“That day. we persuaded the 
bearers to go only by offering them 
gifts of rum and aspirin. They rub- 
bed the aspirins on their foreheads 
till I showed them what to do with 
them.” 

As they dropped into the valleys 
there was danger of the patient 
dying from heat exhaustion. He 
grew very weak, but after five days 
became rational again. He could not 
remember anything of the exper- 
ience. : 

‘They marched for another six 
days until they reached an Allied 
outpast. 

Back at base one of the first to 
greet them was F/Lt. J. A. King, 
DFC of Chippenham, Wiltshire, 
who flew them into Burma. 


+ te A CLOSE CALL 


After a 500 pound bomb from 
another machine flying above had 
crashed through the wing of ‘his 
Halifax, F/S C. A. Selfe, Edmonton, 
flew his kite back to England. The 
skipper ordered the other crew 
members to bale out and followed 
himself.

Systematic culling and marketing 


lof non-laying hens is profitable. It 


is one of the quickest and easiest 


| ways of reducing costs. Not only. 


does the « systematic removal of} 
drones and poor layers save costs 
but it brings better returns on the 
average, because the bad effect that 
poor producers have on the ef- 
ficiency of the flock lias to be con 
sidered and better prices may be 
obtained by marketing culls week 
by week than are likely than when 
all the culls are kept to be sold at 
one time later on. 


During the early part of the year 
some difficulty may be experienced 
in deciding whith hens are the 
least productive because-practically 
all hens lay eggs in the spring. In 
the early summer is the time of the 
year*‘in which non-layers may be 
best indentified. The busy hen is 
the laying hen. Laying hens are the 
first out in the morning and_ the 
last in at night..In this respect; it 
is an accepted practice that no ser. 
ious mistake can be made in culling 
the last hen off. the roost in the 
morning or the first to’go to roost 
at night. 


SHIELD HORSES FROM 
ENCEPHALOMYELITIS 


The time is now approaching 
when encephalomyelitis—the sleep 
ing sickness of horses-—tsually oc- 
curs. So far, scientists have not 
found an effective drug remedy 
but experience has shown that 
eatly vaccination by a qualified 
veterinarian is the best preventive. 
The protection of horses. against 


| biting insects is also a great help. 


However, the Veterinary Director 
General of Canada points out, that 
while it is not- recommended that 
all horses should be vaccinated, 
farmers should be prepared to act 
promptly if the disease makes its 
appearance in their district or in 
any neighbouring teritory, In- dis- 
tricts where the disease appeared 
last year, the owners of valuable 
pure-bred animals would be well 
advised to have them vaccinated as 
a precautionary measure. Sleeping 
sickness in horses may infect man 
with a similar type of disease. 


FOR WINTER STORAGE 


CLEANING HONEY COMBS | 


A thin film of honey remains in 
the ceils of the combs after ex- 
tracting and occasionally honey 
also sticks to the bottom and top 
bars of the frames. Beekeepers may 
handle these frames, known in bee- 
keeping parlance as “wet’’ combs, 
in several ways. They may be plac- 
ed outside the honeyhouse and al- 
lowed to be robbed out by their 
own or neighboring bees; they may 
set thern on the hives for the bees 
of one or more colonies to clean 
them out; or they may place them 
away in their sticky condition in 
the honeyhouse until the next 
season. All of these methods have 
certain disadvantages, says Ed 
Braun, Dominion Experimental 
Farm, Brandon, Man, 

The robbing out method may be 
instrumental in spreading American 
Foul Brood, if any infection is pre- 
sent, to healthy colonies in_ that 
particular apiary or cause disease 
‘in. neighboring apiaries. Placing 
the supers on the hives, from which 
they were removed prior to extract 
ing, requires. considerable time in 
sorting supers, distributing them to

FARM HOME WEAVING 


The revival of:harid loom weav- 
ing among farm women on these 
prairies has been sponsored by the 
Searle Grain Company. Once again 
for another year the work has gone 
well, and all the 800 farm women. 
and girls who have learned to 
weave at some 60 different prairie 
classes tell us they are delighted 


the respective hives and then bring 
ing them back to the honey house 
for. winter storage. Storing | the 
combs “wet” makes an extremely 
sticky mess if the combs have to be 
scraped and sorted during the late 
fall or winter months, .and honey 
erystal formation within the cells 
frequently acts as seed and causes 
rapid granulation of the new crop 
honey stored in such cells, 


At the Dominion Experimental 
Farm apiary at Brandon, Man., a 
deadman floor board is satisfactor- 
ily used by the bees for cleaning 
the combs in the fall. The deadinan 
floor board consists of a flat-plat- 
form with 1 x 3 inch boards on the 
flat, nailed lengthwise and cross- 
wise to the floor so that a colony 
can be placed in the centre forward 
section over a queen excluder and 
five rows of supers, two alongside 
and three at the back of the colony 
and these may be tiered so that 
one colony will clean out thirty- 
five or more supers at one time. 
Tunnels, three inches wide, 
through the 1 x 3 inch boards, al- 
low the bees from the colony to 
enter each tier of stipers and no 
bees can enter from thé outside. 
Sufficient space must be left be- 
tween the tiers to allow hive covers 
to be placed on. the topmost super 
of each tier. An additional super 
may be placed on the cleaning 
colony for honey storage, One col- 
ony can readily clean out 70 or 105 
or more supers in a relatively short 
period of time in the fall if the 
weather is warm enough for the 
bees to leave the hive and work in 
the supers.

Two hundred. members of the 
weaving classes who had purchas- 
ed looms recently submitted sampl-

Vinnipeg. The pieces are varied 
fand beautiful beyond all imagina- 
lion, and demonstrate what any 
farm woman or girl can easily and 
quickly do after learning to weave. 
The woven materials ‘have been 
made into every conceivable article 
Suits, coats, bedspreads, drapes, 
towels, rugs, tablecloths, handbags, 
scarves and so forth. 

I suggest that other farm women 
and girls who can possibly do so 
should endeavour to learn hand 
loom weaving. It is an art that is 
simple to learn, is inexpensive and 
will bring al a lasting pleasure to 
a farm family for a whole lifetime.

high white cliffs is one of the 
sights of Britain..In the days before 
the war travellers visited Dover 
from all parts of the world and re- 
veled in the scenic beauty of its 
cliffs towering white and-high far 
above the level of the sea. To-day, 
Dover is a fortress. Its guns com- 
mand the chafinel and the enemy 
ships’ which succeed in running 
the channel—if they do succeed-= 
are fortunate indeed. 


The name of Dover wili bring 
back to the niinds of our readers 
the time when the Scharnhorst ran 
the gauntlet successfully. People 
wondered that such a thing could 
happen right under the nose of our 
guns. In those days, however, Dover 
did not conceal the weapon power 
with which it has been reinforced 
today. Even at that time, however, 
the Dover guns made things a bit 
unpleasant for the daring German 
raider, and out of the shots fired at 
the battleship three weré known. to 
have found their mark. The damage 
inflicted was sufficient to prevent 
the Scharnhorst from putting to 
sea at that time, Today, the enemy 
does not possess any ships that 
could hope to run the gauntlet of 
the channel. One freighter Captain 
who dared t6 attempt it only ‘a few 
months ago went down with his 
ship and the mast is still sticking

these huge guns were being renew- 
ed and workmen from the big facts 
ory in London were busy making

The channel is 
usually choppy but these boats 
made particularly good time as we 
dashed headlong for the French 
coast for a couple of miles—and 
then turned back to Dover in case

Home Pasteurization of Milk 


‘Summer. cottagers and residents 
of the country and small centres, 


where commercially pasteurized | 


milk is not readily available are 
strongly recommended to take pre- 
cautions to maké their miilk supply 
safe. The fllowing directions -on 
home pasteurization will be found 
useful. They have been prepared 
‘hy the Division of Dairy Research 


of the Dominion Department of |. 


Agriculture. The method as outlin- 
ed employs the same temperatures 
and time as used in large commer- 
cial dairies and where carefully 
followed will give efficient pasteur- 
ization. 
EQUIPMENT 

(1) Aluminum double boiler, with 


» the thermometer in the 


(4) Place the double boiler wi 
its contents on the stove or hea 
and examine the thermotneter from 
time to time until a temperature 0 
140° F, is reached. At this stage it 
is well to reduce the heat as_ the 
water will be hot enough to bring 
the temperature of the milk up to 
145, to 150 degrees. When this tem- 
perature ‘is reached the heat should 
be regulated to maintain it for 30 
minutes. It is well to give the milk 
a vigorous stir each time the ther- 
monieter is examined. 

(5) After heating for the requir- 


ea length of time the milk should 


be immediately covered and cooled 
to 50°F. or below. In cold weather 
this may be accomplished 'by ‘set- 
ting the vessel containing the milk 
in cold water but in the summer 
months a mixture of ice and water 
will be found necessary to properly 
cool the milk. 

(6) Place the boiler containing 

the cold milk in a refrigerator or a 
cool cellar and keep there until 
used. The milk should be used with 
in 24 hours for infant feeding and 
within 48 hours for adults. 
(7) All milk should be fresh at 
the time of pasteurization and_ all 
containers and equipment coming 
ih cold water, then hot water, and 
finally scalding. All vessels should 
be thoroughly dried over the stove 
and never by means of a cloth.

The war, 
however, has upset this. relation- 
ship, as is shown by the ‘chart, to 
the extent that in 1943 and i144 
the combined acreage of all coarse 
grains together actually exceeded 

the acreage sown to wheat.
